That the project is successful is 
judged from the amount of farm 
produce that is shipped daily from 
this station. 
The 1918 season, the

were purchased outright by Chicago 
Chinamen. 
But the second season, 
just 
terminating,

that the simple Chinese method of 
I twice plow ing the land and harrow­ 
ing it even unto the twelfth time, 
without the use cl 
fertilizer, can 
long remain a success. 
They insist 
the advancing years will take the 
fertility from the soil rapidly. 
There is a report that the farm 
may he converted, partly at least, 
into a vast celery field next year. 
It has been investigated by experts 
Who have pronounced it fit for that 
purpose. 
At any 
rate the project 
is the 
wonder of the American agricultural 
experts who have investigated and. 
no doubt, the years to come may 
see many marshy lands reclaimed 
and farmed by the simple Chinese 
method which Is being employed so 
successfully h**re.
